PLANES IN | 
CRASH; SIX 
ARE DEAD

PARIS, April 7.—Spceding along 
in the fog-enshrouded air lanes be- 
tween London and Paris, two pas- 
senger-carrying planes crashed 
head-ow in mid-air late this aftef- 
noon and plunged to ecarth in 
flames, kfiling six persons and al- 
most destroying a village by fire. 

The collision occurred at 2 p.m. 
over the little village of Thieuloy 
St. Antoine, 28 kilometers (17% 
miles) from Beauvais, which was 
the base for the American rear 
eachelons during the battle of Can- 
tigny. A WLondon-bound French 
Plane carrying three passengers, 
beside the pilot and mechanician, 
erashed into a Paris bound Bn- 
glish plane carrying, beside its 


of freight. 


WERE FLYING LOW 

The planes were flying hardly 
400 feet above the ground when 
the accident happened. The low 
fiying was caused by the low height 
of the ciouds, which also caused 
poor visibility. The machineg were 
speeding 100 miles per, hour to- 
ward one another through the gray 
banks of clouds when the pilots 
saw each other. It is believed both 
tried a quick maneuver’ to avoid a 
collision, but it was too late. 

Both machines were flying over 
the regularly marked Paris-London 
air lanes, which are indicated by 
lines between Paris, Beauvais, Poix. 
Abbeville, Boulogne, Dover and 
London. The ruje of aerial navi- 
gation is that London-bound planes 
should keep well to the north of 
this route, particularly when fiv- 
ing in heavy weather, and Paris- 
bound planes should keep well to 
the southward. The rule is “keep 
well to the right of the course.”

Possibly an 
eleven clad in somber hues his a saddening effect oh an opponent, 
while one with gaudy uniforms tends to excite the opposition to greater 
effort. Certainly a football player all dresse@ up like a circus wagon, 
or a green holiday coat with red buttons on ft; would be easier to fol- 
low with the eye and present a bright and shining target for a tackler. 

The Illinois psychologist apparently reasons somewhat aiong the 
same line, at least as far as the eye is concerned, for the Iilni 
eleven, which for years has been attired in dark blue jerseys, will 
next season be decked out in biending combinations of orange, canary 
yellow and white. This change is ordered because of the physiolog- 
ical fact that in looking from the corner of the eye only certain 
colors are visible. It ig explained that the football man picking an- 
other to receive a pass will be greatly aided and abetted by the 
gorgeous uniform which he is wearing.

Victor Falkenau Decries | 
Strong-Arm W ork | 


Calls Chicago Storm Center | 
of Atrocities | 


Wants Los Angeles to Stick 
to Americanism 


Demanding that the laws of all) 
the States in the Union be per-'! 
mitted to take precedence over the 
strong-arm tactics of radical 
union-labor agitators, Victor Fal- 
kenau, president of the American 
Plan Industrial Association of. 
Pasadena, delivered a atirring ad- 
Gress before a large assemblage of 
merchants and manufacturers of 
the Crown City at a luncheon in 
the Hotel Maryland yesterday. Mr. 
Falkenau Was until quite recently 
a prominent building contractor in 
Chicago. 

While making no pretense of 
being able to furnish a panacea 
for all the labor ills that are con- 
vulsing the country. Mr. Falilkenau 
made a plea for the open shop, 
which he said caerries with it a

workable plan to the end that ev- 
ery person can enjoy the right to 
work without being tagged with a 
union-labor button. 

Mr. Falkenau pointed out that 
while labor unions were born 
through iniquitous conditions 
forced on workingmen by grasp- 
ing employers. which led them to 
find relief in the strength of united 
and well-meaning self-protecting 
organizations, the strong-arm 
methods of the vicious element of 
labor leaders has caused these or- 
ganizations to degenerate into cen- 
ters of terrorism. 

“I have no quarrel with any 
lawful organization of men,” said 
Mr. Falkenau. “They have a per- 
fect right to form themselves in- 
to unions if they see fit, but I de- 
mand that the laws of the Union 
of forty-eight States must take 
precedence over those that set at 
naught the rights of any and every 
citizen. 


THEIR RIGHTS GRANTED 
“I grant them the right to form 


members as their temperate judg- 
ment dictates. I grant them the 
right for collective bargaining to 
obtain the best compensation for 
their services that the economic 
conditions will afford. I glory in 
their accomplishment of having 
State laws enacted which give in- 


I respect their motives in endeav- 
oring to obtain for their mem- 
bers the best working conditions 
possible, but when in times of 
strife they quit their jobs, those 
jobs are no longer theirs. And 
the misguided labor leader who 
lately announced that any man who 
took his job took his life in his 
hands gave evidence of a disease 
for which the lews of our several 
States furnish penitentiary reme- 
dies. 

“I believe in Integrity of the 
rank and file of the union men, 
and am free to state that 95 per 
cent of them would gladly be free 
from union domination if they 
could be guaranteed fair wages 
and liberal working conditions. 
Before we put Europe’s war-torn 
statés into safer financial atmos- 
phere, it seems to me that we 
should first put our own house in 
order and have our laborers and 
artigaans return to their daily 
taske.

serious deterrent to the State's’ 
progress, according to Fred Mott, | 
secretary of the California Motor | 
Transport Association, who 
rived at the Van Nuys Hotel here | 
last night. Mr. Mott will today}: 
open downtown offices of the as-— 
sociation here. 

“When considering the 


proper. 


share motor transportation should | 


pay for highway construction and 
maintenance, the question of its | 
value to the entire State should 
be taken into consideration,” said 
Mr. Mott. “Fifty thousand men and 
$45,000,000 are engaged in the in- 
dustry while $120,000,000 ts invest- 
ed in California highways. 

“It is said that the present 
highways have not proven entirely 
adequate. That a part of that fail- 
ure is directly attributable to mo- 
tor trucks and stages, no one will 
deny: but they are responsible only 
in part. 

“Lax enforcement of ordinances 
already in existence is one of the 
fundamental causes of the present 
condition. This has permitted a 
comparatively small percentage of 
operators to commit damage wholly 
out of proportion to their numbers. 
Strict enforcement by authorities 
would have prevented, and will in 
the ({uture prevent, this unneces- 
sary damage. It is to he hoped that 
for the benefit of the public in gen- 
eral, the ur@ fulness of motor 
transportation will rather gtve at- 
tention to the etrict enforcement of 
their existing ordinances. Until 
the proper economic solution can 
be determined, additional legisla- 
tion should be deferwed. 

“With a membership embracing 
the makers and operators of mo- 
tor trucks, as well as the shippers, 
the California Motor Transport 
Association, acting as a clearing- 
house, hopes to render a service 
to the public in finding the eco- 
nomic medium.”

Sweet Brannies made 


The following dinner menu may 
represent a little extra trouble on 
the housekeeper’s part, but the 
results will more than atone: 

Beef Stew with Dumplings 
Creamed Cabbage Corn Fritters 
Coffee Date Pie 

Beef Stew with Dumplings: Put 
1% pounds of beef from the shank 
into a large pot, add 1 onion sliced, 
cover with cold water and jet sim- 
mer slowly for about nine heurs 
(some of this boiling may be done 
the day before you are to serve 
the roast.) Some of the meat will 
gradually come off into _ little 
strings and rise to the top. Thicken 
this stew with a little four mixed 
to a paste with cold water, and 
season with salt and pepper. Just 
before serving sift together 1 pint 
of flour and 1 heaping teaspoon of 
baking powder; add a little salt 
and just enough milk to make a 
soft dough. Do pot work it much. 
Dip the dough by smal! spoonfuis 
and place these upon the top of 
the meat, which is floating on the 
stew. Cover the ‘pot quickly and 
let simmer ten minutes. Do not 
uncover while cooking in this way, 
or the dumplings will fall. After 
the dumplings are added the stew 
will scorch easily, so take the pre- 
caution of moving the kettle to a 
moderate part of the fire. 

Corn Fritters: Mix together 2 
egeg-yolks, 1 tablespoon of 
% teaspoon of salt, 1 cup of sweet 
milk and 1 teaspoon of baking 
powder sifted with 1 cup of flour. 
Add more fiour until you have a 
thick drop-ba‘ter. Then add 1% 
cups of carned corn and fold in 
the two stiffly beaten whites of 
the eggs. Drop from a spoon into 
deep fat, and brown. Serve hot. 

If you prefer “corn Oysters,” 
make them aa follows: Qpen one 
can of corn and add to it two well- 
beaten eggs, piece of utter size 
of a walnut melted, a little salt 
and pepper and only just enough 
flour to drop out in spoonfuls onto 
a hot griddle or frying pan. Fry 


like griddle cakes. 
e Pie: Line twWo ple pans 
with pastry, as in making «a 


custard pie, then put into them 
this filling: One pound of dates 
which have been stewed till soft. 
then pressed through a colander 
or sieve; two eggs well mixed into 
the dates, and also 1% pints of 
sweet milk, a little salt, and 1-3 
cup of sugar. Bake 40 minutes in 
a moderate oven. (All pies con- 
taining egg should be put into a 
hot oven so that the crust will set. 
then the oven temperature should 
be decreased slightly so that the 
filling will not boll; for tf an egg 
filling boils it separates and makes 
a watery pie.) 

Here is another good fruit pie: 

Prune-Apple Pie: Boil % pound 
of prunes that have been soaked 
overnight, until tender, putting 
them over the fire tn cold water 


to cover. Then take out the 
prunes and let the liquor cook 
down until thicker. Press the 


cooked prunes through a sieve to 
eliminate stones, and add to this 
pulp 1 cup of chopped raw apple, 
2-3 cup of sugar, a littie grated 
lemon, pdel, % teaspoon salt and 
the liq which you have cooked 
down. ke between two crusts 
like an apple pie—that ts, for 
about fifty minutes. 

MAKING EGGS “STRETCH.” 

“My children love e¢ggs,” says a 
letter from a reader friend, “but 
an egg supper is not the most 
economical kind I can -serve—and, 
goodness knows! I should be as 
economical as possible, with two 
sons to educate. My family con- 
sists of four, yet one egg apiece 
doesn’t seem to satisfy.” 

I like to have any column read- 
ers bring me their problems, For 
it frequently happens that I know 
of something that will solve them. 
The reader whose letter is quote 
above, for instance, will be helped 
by the breadcrumb omelet intro+ 
duced by the following supper 
menu: 

Breadcrumb Omelet 
Cornmeal Muffins 
Cocoa Apple Sauce 

Breadcrumb Omelet — Break 
stale crusta of bread into smal! 
pieces until you have one-half cup- 
ful; then soak these pieces in 1 
cup of sweet milk for five min- 


Separate the yolks from the 
whites of 4 eggs. Beat the whites 
stiff in a large bowl. Put the yolks 
into another bowl and add to them 
4 tableapoons of luke-warm water, 
% tablespoon salt, and a dash of 
black pepper. Mix well. 

Turn the soaked breadcrumbs 
(with the milk) into the stiff egg- 
whites and add the egg-yolks at 
ence. Stir, or fold, these ingre- 
dients into the egg-whites until a!l 
are mixed together. Then pour the 
mixture into a hot frying pan in 
which a little bacon fat or beef 
drippings are sizzling. Let cook 
without stirring for about five min- 
utes over a moderate fire; then put 
the entire frying pan in the oven, 


so that the fluffy top part of the 


omelet will cook; leave the pan in 
the oven for about four or five 
minutes, after which the omelet 
will have risen a little. Then re- 
move it from the oven, turn one- 
half of the omelet over the other 
half, using a pancake turner to 
do this, and serve at once. 

Egce may also be “stretched”’ 
by being combined with ham. I 


buy two slices of ham (about a 
round to the slice) and fry or broil! 
these é@lices as the meat dish for 
dinner, taking care, however, not 
to put all of the eooked ham on 
The small piece, thus 
reserved, forms the meat dish for 
dinner on the following day, com- 
bined with eggs as follows:

Unsigned Reader: “Molasses 
Cookies”: 1 egg or 2, 1 cup gran- 
ulated sugar, 1 scant cup shorten- 
ing, 1 cup of molasses, 1-4 teaspoon 
each of ground cinnamon, ginger 
and cloves, and 4 large cups of 
flour. Stir these ingredients to- 
gether and add 2 level teaspoons of 
soda which have been dissolved in 
% cup of hot water; once more stir 
well, then let stand overnight to 
grow light. In the morning shape 
into cookies and bake. 

Suet Pudding: 1 cup chopped 
suet mixed with 1 each of 
raisins and currants and 1 cup of 
maple or.corn siru Stir this mix- 
ture well, then add to it 1 cup of 
sour milk and 2 level teaspoons of 
soda sifted with a very little flour. 
Stir until it foams, then add enough 
extra flour to form a stiff batter. 
Steam one and one-half hours. 

E.D. “Sweet Potato Biscuits’: 
Bake three medium-sized sweet 
potatoes, scoop out the pulp and 
m seasoning with paprika, 
melted butter and a very little 
milk. Beat with a fork until light. 
Sift into a bowl 1 large cup each of 
white and whole-wheat flour: add 
% teaspoon of salt and 2 heaping 
teaspoons of baking powder. Rub 
the cold potatoes into the dry in- 
grediepts with the finger tips, add- 
ing tablespoon of additiona! 
shartening, and then moisten to a 
dough that can be handled, with 
cold sweet milk. Roll out on your 
bread board, using as litt® dour 
as possible, and gut into Viscuits. 
Brush over with a little milk and 
bake in a quick oven for twenty 
minutes. 

Old Reader: “Hominy Waffles”: 
To 1 cup of cooked hominy add 1 
pint of sweet milk which has been 
scalded and cooled, 1 tablespoon or 
melted butter, 1 tablespoon of 
either maple or brown sugar, % 
teaspoon salt, 1 pint of bread flour.

If he does, the 
caught ball counts nothing for his 
side. When a goal man catches a 
ball without leaving the goal he 
scores one point for his team.

Before the men were arrested 
Victor Rossetti, vice-president 
and treasurer of the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ National Bank, 
was summoned to the office of 


Dep. Dist.-Atty. Becker, who 
had previously announced that 
complaints were to be § issued 


against the two men. The com- 
plaints were issued and held for 
the signature of a complaining 
witness, 


JAPANESE MONEY 


Mr. Rossetti explained that, as 
the stolen money was the prop- 
erty of the Yokohama _ Specie 
Bank, ‘the Japanese bankers 
should sign the complaint. Before 
attaching his signature to the 
complaints Mr. Rossetti told Dep. 
Dist. - Atty. Becker that he 
would consult his firm’s attorney. 

8S. Takahashi, manager of the 
Los Angeles branch of the Yoko- 
hama Specie Rank, was then sum- 
moned to the District Attorney's 
office. Mr. Takalfabhi, likewise, de- 
clined to sign the complaints. The 
Japanese banker explained that 
the officials of the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ National Bank were the 
only persona who had first-hand 
knowledge of the identity of those 
suspected of the theft. Attorney 
Lowenthal, representing the Japa- 
nese bank. stated that Mr. Taka- 
hashi had only third-hand knowl- 
edge of the details of the robbery. 


BANKER SUMMONED 

Dep. Dist.-Atty. Becker then 
telephoned to Mr. Rossetti. 
“Can you come down to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office now and 
swear to those complaints?” -Mr. 
Becker asked. 

Mr. Rossetti protested, saying he 
first desired to communicate with 
his attorneys, Dep.  Dist.-Atty. 
Tracy then slightly lost his temper. 

“So that there will be no mis- 
undeistanding about our position,” 
Mr. Becker continued, “as a re- 
sponsible State official, I now de- 
mand you, as a good citizen, hav- 
ing direct personal knowledge of 
the commission of a crime of con- 
siderable magnitude, to come to 
my office and swear to those com- 
plaints against the two men who 
have confessed to you.” 

Mr. Rossetti did not appear at 
the District Attorney's office dur- 
ing the afternoon, nor did he 
again telephone.
